Doubtless every real stamp col- 
lector has by this time seen the 
new Flag Stamp for Poland issued 
first day at both Washington and 
Chicago. Covers from Chicago 
arrived in Sidney for the first 
morning mail of June 23rd and 
shortly thereafter the stamps were 
put on sale at the loca! postotiice. 
As a matter of record we had co- 
pies placed on covers and canceled 
for our collection here on June 
23rd. ; 

The stamp is quite pleasing as 
a-whole, altho there have been 
some uncomplimentary remarks 
in some newspapers. We feel con- 
fident that the set when complete 
will make an extremely attractive 
one for many of the stamps will 
be in several colors. 

Close examination of this new 
stamp tells us that it is a four 
color stamp.

Lagerloef Newspaper 
Contest To Replace 
Barry Bow! Memorial 


The announcement which fol. 
lows is of general interest to col- 
lectors and concerns the annual a- 
ward sponsored by Colonel Hans 
Lagerloef, It is to be noted that 
while the “Bowl” will be awarded 
as usual, that the “Berries from 
the Bowl” will be distributed to 
a wide number of contestants. 

A change in the purpose of the 
annual contest to select outstand- 
ing newspaper stamp department 
in various classifications, was de- 
termined upon at a gathering of 
the judges and Col. Hans Lager- 
loef, sponsor of the contest. In- 
stead of placing emphasis upon 
the Barry Memorial Bowl, as in 
the past, efforts will be made to 
select the leaders in each of the 
ten fields, and a tangible award 
will be provided for each winner. 

The contest is to be known of- 
ficially as the Col. Hans Lager- 
loef Newspaper Contest. News- 
paper stamp departments to be 
judged for 1943, selected by a 
drawing, will be the eleventh and 
fourteenth week of this year, cov- 
ering material published roughly 
between March 11 and 14 and be- 
tween April 8 and 11. 

As was the case last year there 
will be ten divisions upon which 
the judging will be based. In all 
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Early Patriotic Covers 
Of The Present Conflict 


George Van Orman of St. 
Petersburg, Florida sends infor- 
mation about the early use of 
two of the LINPRINT Patriotic 
envelopes which definitely put 
them far back as the earliest 
known, strictly patriotic enve- 
lopes of the present war. Former- 
ly we had dates for the First Day 
issue of the Defense Stamps on 
both LINPRINT and Gimbel cov- 
ers, Mr. Van Orman now advises 
that he has the LINPRINT Cov- 
er No. 8, the One with the flag, 
dated at Copperstown, N, Y., 
June 12, 1939, the first day of the 
Base Ball stamp. This definitely 
sets the LINPRINT Covers as the 
earliest on record, other than cer- 
tain types of covers known as Ap- 
peasement covers, or possibly 
some straggler of unknown origin. 


Again we find more information 
on that cover pictured on the 
front page of our issue o® May 13, 
“Building Friendships, Not War- 
ship For National Defense.” This 
cover was orginially marketed by 
a Mr. C. W. Johnson, a Quaker, 
of Springfield, Mass. It was his 
contribution to promoting world 
peace. Mr. Johnson has since 
passed on and his wife has been 
continuing with the sale of spec- 


ial envelopes of similar types for | 


patriotic and other uses. Anoth- 
er Johnson cover we have ac- 
quired is one which be 
words “Love Ends War.” This 
cover also bears a small anti war 
label and is postmarked in 1940. 


As far back as 1910, Mr. John- 
son sold envelopes and two speci- 
mens of “Peace” propaganda la- 
bels used on covers of that per- 
iod have been found. One has an 
outline of the cross in ruled lines, 
the word “PEACE” is across the 
horizontal bar, in the top of the 
vertical bar is the word “FOR” 
and in the lower part of this bar 
the words, “NOT WAR,” thus the 
inscription is intended to read,

In years past when this subject 
has been brought up the Bureau at 
Washington offered the excuse 
that printing facilities of the Bu- 
reau were not practicable for the 
production of stamps in more 
than two colors and the subject 
was therefore dropped. Now that 
the work of printing this attrac- 
tive flag series is under contract 
with the American Bank Note 
Company who are able to produce 
stamps of several colrs, what is 
to hinder adding to their contract 
another stamp to picture our own 
flag. 


We feel confident that this idea 
is a sound one, that collectors will 
welcome such a stamr and that 
Department officials can find no 
valid excuse for refusing’ this 
stamp as a part of this current 
series of flag stamps. 

Let every interested 
boost for this stamp now. We have 
plenty of time, since the stamp 
might logically come as the last of 
the series and thus cap off a beau- 
tiful set. However, do not waste 
time, now is the time to start the 
movement for this much wanted 
stamp. Letters addressed Presi-

According to Popular Stamps of 
Canada Mr. A. F. Lichtenstein, 
well known as owner of one of the 
finest collections of British North 
American stamps, talked ‘before 
the Ottawa Philatelic Society last 


| April and stated that the 12 pence 


black of Canada in unused MINT 
condition is far less rare than eith- 
er the 3d on laid paper or the 6d 
of the first issue. In the opinion 
of Mr. Lichtenstein, fine mint cop- 
ies of the 3d are the rarest of the 
three stamps, the 6d in similar 
condition comes next and the much 
touted 12d is the commoner of the 
three stamps. 

On the basis of such opinion is 
it not time that the Scott catalog 
use figures which reflect the rea} 
scarcity of these three items. 

Mr. Lichtenstein attributes this 
situation to the fact that of the 3d 
and 6d practically the whole issue 
was sold out through postoffices 
while of the 12d there were many 
remainders which were obtain- 
able in mint condition for some 
time after the use of the stamp 
was discontinued. 

Another interesting remark by 
Mr. Lichtenstein was that the 2d 
roulette of Prince Edward Island is 
a much rarer stamp than either of 
the two famous Post Office Mau- 
ritius.

Horizontally Between 





The St. Louis 1%c Presidential 
Precancel, bureau printed, has 
been known imperforate verti- 
cally between stamps for some 
months and the latest discovery 
has been copies of the %4c locally 
printed Lansing, Michlgan pre- 
cancel which has been found im- 
perforate horizontally between 
stamps. 

This variety was found by R. G. 
Simpson of Lansing, Mich, Mr, 
Simpson writes that he had nine 
strips showing this imperforate, 
that he would have had many 
more but that a girl who was 
sticking the stamps on envelopes 
for mailing circulars finally com- 
plained that some of the stamps 
did not have holes in them and 
were hard to tear apart. Mr. 
Simpson finally saved nine strips 
of four with no perforation be- 
tween a pair in the strip. (That 
mever could happen in our office 
for we scan every stamp that we 
handle in these days of opportun. 
ity for finds.) 

Unlike the St, Louis stamps, 
these are imperforate horizontally 
of vertically and the 
stamps are from the outside mar- 
gins of the sheet of 400 rather 
than through the center as were 
the St. Louis. The two stamps 
imperf. between are the third and 
fourth from the lower left pane 
of the sheets of 400, the corner 
stamps along the edge of the 
sheet and with the plate number 
showing on the bottom two 
stamps. Plate number is 22406.

Once again the bureau of print. 
ing and engraving has pulled more 
or less a fast one on us collectors. 
If you missed the footnote last 
week in Rolston Lyons new issue 
list this is to inform you that four 
of the items reported for MAY 
shipment were lic and 3c Presi- 
dentials instead of the expected 
WAR ISSUE. This then means 
that both the Defense issue and 
the War issue are not really reg- 
ular issues but are supplementary. 
Semi-commemoratives you might 
say. Seriously though there is no 
good reason that the plates of these 
two items and the 2c as. well 
should not be used if in good re- 
pair. Of course we know it is not 
congruent to save a few cents in 
one department and waste mil. 
lions elsewhere but maybe the 
saving policy will rub off on some 
other bureau and do some good. 
It seemed that the 1c NARROW 
presidentials, at least several of 
them were going to be outstand- 
ing, but as things now stand these 
items at least revert to a static 
condition. That must mean sput- 
tering, maybe they are good, may- 
be they are not, This is a problem 
the catalog pricers have to con- 
tend with. If they boosted any of 
the 1c NARROWS on the strength 
of the idea that they would never 
be re-issued you see what a spot 
they are in. Of course none of the 
items listed in May were reissues 
so no damage done as yet but the 
field is wide open now. 
Notes. 
When you first get your catalog 
look at the Akron 124 coil pair, I 
think something happened to it.— 
Most popular lots in a recent Hoo- 
ver auction was the 50c Omaha, 
lle Miami,°12c Richmond.—For 
those collectors that wish to col- 
lect something besides bureau 
prints, I still suggest Double 
Lines. Try to get a look at a Dou- 
ble Line catalog see how few 
there really are and hunt out your 
double line duplicates and_ see 
what a fine appearance they 
make. A lot of nice double lines 
are being sold cheap now days.

Campaign is in the making but we 
al] know that the period of De- 
fense is over and aggressiveness 
is the only avenue to survival. 
OFFENSE, as depicted by civilized 
nations, one with a deeper mean- 


ing,

course the plain, gap, line and 
difference between the wide and 
narrow gaps. Generally the nar- 
row gaps are disregarded. Next 
in populaity but nexer yet to make 
the catalog is the line and gap 
strip of three one _ removed. 
Meaning that the line ocurs be- 
tween two of the stamps and the 
gap at the other junction. The 
center stamp must have a line 
to one side of it and a gap to the 
other. As I say these are _ still 
very popular pieces. 

One of the fine collections in 
the east broke up a few years 
ago had almost everything in 
strips of four. Some _ collectors 
that have a tinge of “GOOK” in 
their blood go after the coils 
that show the plate numbers. Or 
I should say part of the plate 
number as it is rare indeed that 
a coil is so far off center as to 
show the complete plate number. 
You cannot collect “A” items and 
go in for this, they just don’t 
mix, One more in this line is the 
single coil stamp that shows it 
was once a part of a line pair. 
You can find a lot of these. 
Don’t mean anything but just a 
lot of fun. 

Schools of Thought. 

In the formation of a collec- 
tion of any type of newly issued 
items some of which are current 
and more to be expcted. One 
school of thought is ot get every 
item as they appear and then you 
are sure of having them. Gener- 
ally you get what turns out to be 
rareties at the regular retail fig- 
ue, prevailing at the time pur- 
chased and on the _ face of it 
there seems to be little argument 
against waiting to form a collec- 
tion of this type. Yet there are 
a few like myself that don’t 
agree with any body and _ just 
don’t do things that way. There 
are a few points in favor of the 
waiter although I will admit he 
may get stuck. One is that many 
of the current items must be sold 
at the regular prevailing price 
and many of these items. the 
waiter can have at the nominal 
price of from 1c to 3c. With this 
savings you can pay more for 
the few items that have been 
sent you so I figure you are little 
if any out. Then there is always 
the letdown of a fad and if you 
wait oft times you can buy an 
entire collection at a reasonable 
figure or get your pick at a low 
price because something e1Sc 
has came along to take the fancy 
of the collector. While I do not 
give this as advice I do think it 
worth while to point out. Use 
your own judgement how long 
you should wait then start after 
whatever you have in mind.

You collectors who love to get 
cancellations on your stamps and 
covers that will tie up with the 
stamp and make covers of unusual 
interest now have an opportunity

We have taken the Postal Guide 
with a list of United States Post- 
offices and have prepared a sched- 
ule that will give you an oppor- 
tunity to make up a splendid col- 
lection. Please understand that in 
some rare instances, some one or 
more of the smaller offices listed 
in some state may have been 
closed since the list from which 
we take these names was printed. 
This is apt to happen at any time, 
but on the whole, this list ought 
to work almost 100% complete. 

A review of the Postal Guide 
shows us four of the countries of 
which we can find identical names 
of postoffices in America If we 
wil, be satisfied with Holland for 
the Netherlands we have five such 
countries represented by name- 
sakes in America. For the other 
six countries, we have picked the 
names of their Capital city and 
have been able to place all of the 
six, except Albania and for this 
we will have to leave it go into 
the collection with a first day 
cover or any other suitable cancel, 
lation unless one of our readers 
can find a ¢ity that will be ap- 
propriate for this country. 

First we will give you’ those 
countries which have — similar 
names in the United States, the 
list follows:

FIRST POLISH STAMP 
PRESENTS NEW ERA IN U. S.

both also a single or a block or 
both showing the tp inverted “T”’ 
register mark. 

In used stamps, one can gather 
all the marked -pieces from the 
sheets, large blocks or strips, can- 
cellations of all kind and espec- 
ially covers with cancellations as 
suggested in another story in this 
issue. 

For those who have not yet had 
a glance at a sheet of these new 
flag stamps, we can say that the 
sheets are made up of 50 stamps, 
ten horizontal rows of five stamps 
each. The sheet has margins on all 
four sides, thus there are no 
stamps which are partly perforat- 
ed and this means all good salea- 
ble copies as the centering on the 
pile of sheets we looked over at 
the local postoffice was excellent 
throughout. The stamp in the top 
right corner has the word “PO- 
LAND” in letters of what we call 
10 point size, plain roman letters 
with serifs. The word is in black 
and apparently printed along with 
the flag staff and outline of the 
flag. Over the center stamp of the 
top row is the inverted “T” shap- 
ed register mark which is in two 
colors, red and either the black 
of the flagstaff or the pupple of the 
border design. No other marks are 
on the sheet, thus those dealers 
who advertised plate numbers, 
electric eyes and what not have 
a problem to straighten out in 
their cover orders, 

While our covers from Chicago 
came through with a rush and 
were in our muil box early the 
next day, we have received but 
one Washington cover up to noon 
of June 24th, 

Wes want. to recognize our 
friends who sent us covers from 
Chicago and mention first that 
cover from Mr. Willis E. Potter 
of LaGrange which has the single 
corner stamp with the name of 
country at top, the prized piece 
from the sheet. Incidentally Mr. 
Potter informed us some days in 
advance of the large volume of 
covers being received by the Chi- 
cag office and that these were 
being opened and stamps placed 
on them and canceled for immedi- 
ate release on the 22nd. Mr. Potter 
sent us a strip of the salvage from 
the edge of one of the sheets, 
showing the register mark, but 
without the word POLAND so 
that this must be a strip from a 
different plate, one perhaps where 
the register mark is at bottom 
rather than top of the sheet. This 
leads us to question as to how 
many stamps were printed at one 
time, perhaps 200 stamps and 
then cut to sheets of fifty. Infor- 
mation on this subject will be of 
interest to all readers, 

From H. Grimsland, of Chicago, 
one of those handosme Engraved 
covers with the American and 
Polish .Flag engraved in colors, 
comes from both Chicago and 
Washington and this is always 
among the finest of first day co- 
vers. 

From the American-Polish Phil- 
atelic Exchange of Chicago came 
a handsome Washington Stamp 
Exchange cover which bears two 
labels which are said to be used 
by the Polish Air Corps in Eng- 
land. 

Kenneth Hinson, of Nashville, 
Tenn, sends a cover of his own 
production with Polish Flag and 
wording of ‘an apprpriate nature, 
a very attractive cover. 

Three there covers without indi- 
cation as to sendes are also ac- 
knowledged.

Kuwait’s name is a diminutive 
form of Kut (Fort), and on maps 
it is variously called Qurain, 
Quane, Grane, Grain, Al Kuwait 
Koweit, Kuwet. Located on the 
north-western coast of the Per. 
sian Gulf, and with a capital city 
of the same name, Kuwait has 
been politically within British in- 
fluence since the first World War.
